W ashington, July 29.—A statem ent 
approved by President Taft, defending 
hi* nom ination by the Chicago con 
▼ention, was made public at the White 
House. 
It reviews every contest be­ 
fore the Republican national commit 
toe and the credentials com m ittee o 
tho convention and asserts that each 
contest was settled logically, upon its 
m erits. 
The statem ent was subm it 
ted to the cabinet at a recent meeting 
and received the approval of the pres! 
dent's official family. 
The statem ent, which is a lengthy 
do cum ent of 144 printed pages, is a 
detailed denial of the charge that the 
renom ination of President T aft w it 
accom plished by the seating of fraud 
alently elected delegates to th e con­ 
vention. 
It takes up individually the 238 con 
tests 
instituted 
by 
the 
Roosevelt 
forces against 
Taft 
delegates 
who 
m ere seated and presents evidence in 
each of these cases to show th a t the 
Taft delegates were regularly elect 
ed 
A reium e of tho statem ent, prepared 
by Charles D. Milles, form erly Presi­ 
dent T aft’s secretary and now chair 
m an of the Republican national com­ 
m ittee, takes up each contest briefly. 
This resum e opens with the declara­ 
tion that th e Roosevelt contests, as 
originally 
flied 
before the 
national 
com m ittee, were not instituted in good 
Cart b. 


Taft Declared the Nominee. 
"The total num ber of delegates sum­ 
moned to the convention,” says the re 
fum e, "was 1,078 with 540 necessary 
to a choice. 
Mr. Taft had 651 votes on 
th e first and only ballot and was de­ 
clared the nominee. 
"T here were instituted against 238 
cf the delegates regularly elected for 
Taft contests on behalf of Roosevelt. 
These contests were avowedly insti­ 
gated not for the purpose of really se­ 
curing seats in the convention, not for 
the 
purpose 
of 
adducing 
evidence 
which 
would 
lead 
any 
respectable 
court to entertain the contests, but 
for the purpose of deceiving the pub­ 
lic into the belief th at Mr. Roosevelt 
had more votes than he really had, as 
the convention and prim aries were in 
progress for the selection of delegates. 
"The 238 contests were reduced by 
abandonm ent, form al or in substance, 
to seventy-four. 
The very fact of 
these 164 frivolous contests itself re­ 
flects upon the genuineness and va­ 
lidity of th* rem ainder.” 
The resum e then enum erates the 
contests and reviews the argum ents 
In each case. 
The review of the evi­ 
dence in the contests em braced in the 
ti’hite House statem ent is certified to 
by Victor R osew ater, chairm an of the 
national com m ittee, and Thom as H. 
Devine, chairm an of the credentials 
com m ittee. 
As an appendix the statem ent car­ 
ries in detail the vote in the national 
com m ittee on each of the contests and 
a statem ent of the dates of the Taft 
and Roosevelt conventions 
in con­ 
tested states. 
The object of the lat­ 
te r is to show that the Roosevelt dele­ 
gates were chosen after the regular 
conventions had named Taft repre­ 
sentatives.

O yster Bay, N. Y., July 29.—A work 
lng program for the new party was ap 
proved by Colonel Roosevelt. 
Senator 
Dixon, his campaign m anager, who re­ 
cently has been in coneuitation with 
leaders of the movement, came to Oys 
ter Bay to lay their views before the 
form er president. 
A fter a long con 
ference it became known th a t the 
fundam ental question of policy and 
procedure had been agreed upon, sub 
jo<t to approval the N ational Fro 
gresslve convention, which it to meet 
in Chicago next week. 
The program which will be subm it 
ted to the convention contains these 
m ajor provisions: 
Independent tickets in every state 
except perhaps six, in which it is be­ 
lieved the Republican organizations 
can be taken over bodily. 
A clean break from both of the old 
parties, the Republics** organizations 
which it is expected to capture to be 
used aa an integral portion of the new 
party. 
Formation of the party with the 
Idea that it Is to endure permanently, 
whatever the outootne of the Novem­ 
ber election. 
Senator Diaen was accempanied on 
his visit to Sagamore Hill by Dean 
Kirohwey, bead of the law depart­ 
ment of Columbia university, and O.

W ashington, July 29.—A Republic­ 
an sugar tariff bill, the first purely 
Republican revision m easure of the 
present congress, was adopted in the 
senate. 
D eserting their allies the Re­ 
publican progressives, by an ironclad 
agreem ent with the regulars, sure ced­ 
ed in passing a tariff reduction bill 
which they believe President T aft will 
lign if it reaches him. 
The sugar bill was a com prom ise be­ 
tween the Lodge plan, endorsed by 
the regular Republicans, and the Bris­ 
tow bill, behind which the progres­ 
sives lined up. 
It would cut the pres 
ent sugar duty of $1.90 to $1.60 pei 
IOO pounds; would abolish the Dutch 
standards, under which practically no 
refined sugar can be im ported; and 
would abolish the 7% cent “refiner's 
differential,” an additional duty on re­ 
fined sugar, which, it Is charged, has 
accrued directly to the profit of the 
•ugar refiners.
